Westminster _Abbey more than 
fever 2 mausoleum ‘of the great 
men of the nation by ’ enlarging 
its' accommodation in this respect. 
It has been pointed out that the 
Abbey. is’ already over-full of 
tombs, and that.a new wing or 
annexe might be built so that 
présent and future great’ ‘men 
might,.be buried in this national 
Valhalla. This idea, has, how- 
ever, been decisively stamped 
upon by public opinion and it 
now appears that little if’ any- 
thing will he dan in.the matter 
—at, least for” the ‘present. One 
of the Intest commentators on the 
matter goes so far as to say that 
there .ig no real problem of find- 
ing room for memorials fn the 
Abbey. He adds: “I: wis present 
myself when the ashes of . the 
late Bonur"Law were buried there 
under the floor—a method © that 
takes up no room atall, The 
real. problem’ is how to get rid of 
the collection of grotesque monu- 
ments that spoil the church. Some 
of the éighteenth-century things 
are amusing as‘a record of taste, 
but what is there to be said for 
the repulsively bulky respectabili- 
ty of the Victorian objects? No 
great church that I know is clut- 
tered up with such an uncanny 
collection of monumental absurdi- 
ties as is Westminster Abbey. 
The-mischief‘is that they positive- 
ly prevent us seeing the church 
at all.
